From time to time charges are made against 
the morality of the nation’s defenders, and these 
ehargees are hotly refuted by the soldiers them- 
selves, who in turn charge that busybodies take 
advantage of military law to harass them and 
outrage their privacy. The sdidier is different 
from the ciwitan not only in hi® liability to satc- 
Fifice his life to his government but in being 
Wnder an autocratic government which has the 
power of regulating his personal habits, as the 
Personal habits of civilians have never been reg- 
ulated. | . 


Tf some soldiers’ physiques are damaged by ex- 
@esses they leave the ranks depleted in-the face of. 
the enemy. If a few fall from the high stand- 
a@rds necessary to the morale of the fighting force 
they threaten to spread a contagion throughout 
the whole body of men. on 

For this reason military authorities of late 
years have added a certain degree of moral | 
eoercion to the spiritual assistance rendered by 
The question of how much 
Soercion and how much exhortation will bring the 
best results not only gives room for difference 
Of opinion hut depends upon the character and 
habits of the men and the personality of the 
officers. 

In public debate, however, it is difficult to defend 
Snything short of asceticism. The man with the 
Severest code can always denounce his more tol- 


or 


brother retires from the field of debate. Thus it 
is that when the question of the morals of men 


the ascetics almost invariably obtain control and 


im practice interfere with the best moral and 
physical health of the army. 

In schools and colleges and in regiments the 
teachers, professors, and colonels who develop the 
greatest traits of human kindness and tolerance 
in connection with high ideals and morals obtain | 
the best results. With boys, college students and 
Rojdters, youths all in the adventurous and curi- 
ous period of life, the drastic forcement of a 
restricted code leads to evasion and deceitfulness. 

Objections to the civilian interference further- 
more arise on the grounds that there cannot be 
two standards of conduct. If the standards of the 
Fesimental commanders and the summary court 
Officers cannot differ from those of visiting com- 
mittees there will be a sad interference with dis- 
cipline. Nor can visiting committees ever have as 
human or personal an interest in the men as their 
Officers, men of mature years and experience. The 
officers have to live with the men and die with 
the men. The proper development of the men, 
Whysical and moral, is of such great personal in- 
terest to thése officers as to outweigh any moral 
Superiority on the part of civilians even when 
@hosen as moral instructors by. civilian army 
heads. 

Officers lacking proper moral qualities are as 
undesirable as if they lacked purely military*qual- 
ities. Their removal will come as a matter of 
course. 

The regiment is a family. There will be black 
Sheep in their ranks just as there are black sheep 
in the ranks of all enterprises. Their evil influ- 
ences must be weeded out or neutralized or 
changed. But the inspiration must come from 
within, not without the ranks. Soldiers will have 
Dut little reverence for moral instructors who will 
accompany them only to the edge of the firing, / 
line. ; ‘ He 
This is no argument against the highest degree | 
‘of morals in the army, and no deterrent to those 


the place to help soldiers is the army. 

“He that will be first among you, let him be 
your servant.”

SNAKEBITE. BUGABOOs. 

N 1916, 170,000 troops were distributed 
along e¢ Mexican border from 
Brownsville, Tex., to San Diego, Cal.

FARM PROSPERITY, BUNK. 
Wataga, Ill., June 2.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—A farmer's profits come from 
the money he gets for his products, not 
from what he might have received had 
he held out for higher prices. 
who has sold a bunch of railroad stocks 
at 110 does not get rich when they ge 
to 200, provided he has no more of 
them. The farmer who has sold his 
corn for 85 cents gets little satisfaction, 
financial or otherwise, out of the knowl- 
edge that by waiting he might have had 
$1.50; the ups and downs of the grain 
market are not announced in advance. 
‘This is a point which newspaper edi- 
Urban Vox-Poppers, and other 
self-proclaimed authorities on national 
economics, have failed to grasp. Eighty- 
five cents for corn looked very good last 
fall; $1 was record breaking; $1.10, too 
perilously high to refuse. Consequent- 
ly, more than half the corn in Illinois 
was sold bast year at .85 cents or less; 
and possibly 1 per cent has been or will 
be sold at the $1.50 price, which city 
writers are so fond of quoting. 
The same relative figures hold for 
wheat. As one farm paper editor puts 
it, there is room in THE TRIBUNE office 
for all the Illinois
